missionary society of the United 
Lutheran Church in America.

Mrs. J. Edwin Eschelman, Newport. 
Seminary Chorus Sings 
Members of the faculty and the 
graduating class entered the church 
singing the processional hymn and 
took their places at the front of the 
auditorium while Dr. Harvey 
D. 
Hoover, of the seminary faculty, led

scripture passages. 
The seminary 
chorus under the direction of Park­
